Because of that, we’re 
able to do so many things for 
Boyne City Schools.” 

In addition to chamber business, 
the annual meeting of the Boyne 
Area Chamber has also become the 
night to honor those within the 
community working to make a 
difference. Previously known as 
the Boyne Pride Award, this year 


the nod was renamed the *‘Commu- . 


nity Pride Award,” in a move that 
MacKenzie said reflects the 
chamber’s increasingly regional 


focus. 
In that same vein, this year’s 


‘recipient, the Friends of the Boyne 
River, was honored for the impact 


the group has made throughout the 
region with its efforts to rejuvenate 
and protect one of Boyne City’s 
greatest resources. 

While several FOBR members 


__ were on hand to receive the honor, 


president Larry Maltby spoke for 
the group. “This is a group that 
likes to work,” Maltby said. ‘‘It’s a 
joy to work with them.” 

For example, he continued, just 
that very day, an effort to lay 
woodchips on a path running along 
the river had just culmMated, 
through the combined efforts of 
students and volunteers and with 
the support of area business and 
government. ‘“‘It all works together 
for the benefit of the community,” 
Maltby said. 

Though still a relatively young 
organization, FOBR was founded 
about five years ago by Boyne City 
residents and river enthusiasts Tom 
Sheets and the late Marie Zoberski. 

According to longtime member 
and current secretary Amelia Ryan, 
the group's work ranges from 
research to education to hands-on 
projects. The common factor is the 
river, “The most interesting thing 
about [the Friends of the Boyne 
River],” she said, is that the group 
is comprised of “a diverse group of 
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people that, regardless of their 
differences, backgrounds, ages, and 
interests, come together to be an 
important influence in shaping the 
health and beauty of this river.” 

Members range from those who 
simply support the group through 
dues to those who attend meetings 
and the educational component, to 
those who roll up their sleeves and 
get their hands dirty.- “Everybody 
has a role,” Ryan said. 

The unifying component is that 
all members “have the common 
passion for the river, a common 
love for what it means to the 
community and what it means to 
the future of the community.” 

Key members, she noted, come 
from all walks of life and have - 
different interests within the group. 
For example, Maltby is an avid 
fisherman; Shirley Howie is an 
historian; Ed and Diane Strzelinski 
are avid canoeists and 
birdwatchers; Ed Grice is a liaison 
for the group with his employer, 
Boyne USA; Bud Ellingwood, 
newsletter coordinator and editor, 
is the FOBR “written-word 
connection.” And the list goes on. 

“We're all good friends,” Ryan 
said. 

“We're able to maintain our 
dignity and respect for each other 
and still move forward with great 


purpose.”

northern 
Michigan style

Now that the snow is really flying, many of us are do- 
ing a little more of that couch potato thing, deterred from 
heading into the great outdoors for winter activities by 
temperatures that have gone way beyond chilly. The di- 
rect result is, typically, the feeling that we’re just not get- 
ting enough exercige. 

If you think about it, though, winter days for the typi- 
cal northern Michigan resident are filled with all kinds of 
physical activities we don’t engage in during those balmy 
summer months (or, should I say, balmy summer month). 

Consider the following: 

The Wheelwell Kick: Though styles vary, the goal is 
the same — to remove that gunky mix of snow, sand and 
ice that’s built up in the wheelwells of your vehicle. Good 
for neither your shoes nor your ankles, the sheer immov- 
ability of the packed-in ice is still a sure muscle builder. 
Repeat four times each outing for best results. 

The Windshield Scrape: An obvious one, probably 
the most common exercise of this variety. Great for 
stretching that spine and toning arms and shoulders, equip- 
ment is key to this particular activity. A long-handled 
brush is indispensable for full-size trucks or SUVs, but in 
a pinch, a plastic CD case or credit card will do the trick 
on any vehicle. Gloves are highly recommended, unless 
you don’t actually want to be able to feel the steering wheel 
once you start driving. 

The “I’m Freezing” Shuffle: Form is highly personal 
tiere; most often, the move is performed with clenched 


, shoulders and stiff legs, with chin pressed tightly to the 


chest. Typically done in double time from vehicle to build- 
ing and vice versa, style and speed may be enhanced by 
external factors such as driving snow or a nice brisk wind 
blowing sideways off of the lake. Usually followed by 
The Snow-Removal Stomp (see below). 

The Snow-Removal Stomp: Performed upon entry to 
any building, this movement consists of stomping the feet 
vigorously to shed any snow clinging to footwear. Some 
stop to execute, others prefer to combine the stomp with 
a forward motion. Accompanied by a loud pounding noise 
that can be identified by any northern Michigan resident 
within a 100-yard radius. CAUTION: Since this is typi- 
cally done in the entryway of a building, the move tends 
to leave behind conspicuous and potentially slippery 
puddles of water and slush; perform at your own risk. 

The Automobile Push: Okay, admit it, we've all been 
there, especially that small faction of us who still don’t 
own a four-wheel drive vehicle. This is a move best done 
with a partner, though the more help you have, the less 
physical benefit you reap. Often followed by curse words 
and the increasingly popular Cell Phone Dial Move 
(which, I think, is self-explanatory). 

Well, there you have it. Remember, though, that you 
should never undertake an exercise routine without first 
consulting your doctor. 

As for me, well, I’m hoping to just get a doctor’s ex- 
cuse ‘til spring.
